NEW YORK, Sept. 21—(UP) — 


Sen. Robert J. Bulkley

said today President Roosevelt will 
carry Ohio by a substantially larg- 
er plurality than in 1932, "if we 
keep lighting."

HAVANA, Sept. 21.— (UP)—. 


Cuban police rounded up scorea of

Marina. Both papers were sym- 
pathetic with the Spanish rebel* 
and it was widely believed that 
the terror was connected with tn« 
Spanish civil war. Police, how- 
ever, declined to confirm 
that 


theory. 


In a series of raids lasting all 


day and last night, police rounded 
up more than 100 anarchists and 
12 members of the Spanish social- 
ist circle in Havana. Further ar- 
rests are expected.

But instead of the familiar and 


heroic rescue act which brings 
nationwide recognition, these "de- 
tectives" go quietly about their 
task of preventing deaths and ac- 
cidents by discovering faulty rails. 


Unheralded is the Sperry De- 


tector, an invention of the late 
Dr. Elmer A. Sperry. 
It is a 


gasoline-powered vehicle carrying 
electrical "fingers" that "feel" in- 
ternal weaknesses in rails. In the 
rear of the car Is a dynamo that 
shoots 3,000 amperes of two-volt 
current into the rails as the vehi- 
cle ambles along at seven miles an 
hour. 


Pen Records Flaws 


Entering 
the 
steel 
tracks 


through a series of brushes the 
current travels about five feet, es- 
tablishing a magnetic field in that 
area. 
Then it leaves 
the rail 


through another set of brushes. A 
coil situated 
between the 
two 


brushes meanwhile registers the 
magnetic impulses given by the 
steel. Any flaw in the rail auto- 
matically affects the coil and a 
fluctuation is recorded by a pen 
on a paper roll. 


With discovery of such a clue 


the electrical detective opens fire 
with a paint gun on the enemy of 


public safety, rendering »t 
prey to closer scrutiny by »n oper- 
ator with a hand detector. 


Rails Marked for Crew* 


Following a thorough "cross- 


examination" in which the area of 
the rail crack is accurately chart- 
ed, a maintenance crew replaces 
the entire rail with flawless steel.

Discoloration of fruits in the top 


of the jar is due to enzyme activity 
and sometimes indicates under-pro- 
cessing. The remedy is *n increase 
of 5 to 10 minutes in the processing 
time and a thorough exhausting of 
all air from the jars. 


In oven canning, we occasionally 


find an oven which seems to accu- 
mulate an excessive amount ot neat 
at the top. This wilt cause Jpper 
layers of fruit in the jars to turn 
brown, but ir. no way affects the 
flavor.. 


Fruit exposed to air too long ai- 


-er being peeled and before being 
canned, may darken. This may be 
overcome by dropping peeied iruit 
into slig'ntly salted or plain water 
until ready to put in the jart. 


Pears canned by the cold pack 


method will retain their original 
color if a tablespoon of lemon juice 
is added to each quart jar. 


Fruits canned without sugar, af- 


ter being opened and exposed to 
air, sometimes turn brown just as 
fresh fruit doe* when exposed to 
air.

what meat you wish to use in a 
casserole dish. If you like the size 
and bulk of the meat that may be 
obtained when ham is used, yon 
may prefer that. Otherwise, a sinv 
ilar enough flavor results from the 
use of bacon.

colored candle wax from a fine lin- 
en tablecloth? 


Scrape away what you ^an with 


the blunt edge of a knife. Then, if 
the color is light, washing will re- 
move the rest. If the color is deep, 
there are two courses to follow. 
Rub the remaining stain with col- 
orless cooking fat until it is com- 
pletely loosened from the material, 
then launder or sponge it out with 
a dry cleaning fluid such,as naptha, 
carbon 
tetrachloride or similar 


preparations. Keep a folded cloth 
under the stain to absorb it as you 
sponge. 


Candles are usually made from 


paraffine colored with dye. The 
dyes vary in their chemical make- 
up. Some wash out, others stain. 
As it is impossible to know which 
you are dealing with, the wise 
course is to follow the precautions 
given above. Do not press them 
out with a hot iron. This never 
does a complete job and often sets 
the color. 


Some recipet for roasting and 


frying meat call for seasoning at 
the start while others favor season- 
ing after browning. Which i* cor- 
rect? 


Either method of seasoning may 


be used, depending on the taste you 
desire. Some people feel that sea- 
soning beforehand is preferable be- 
cause the seasoning penetrates the 
meat more thoroughly.

The fact that Whistler's cele- 


brated portrait of his mother had 
bpcome a symbol of ideal mother- 
hood is a sentimental paradox in 
the light of a remark credited to 
the painter about his place of 
birth. 
During the trial a suit he 


brought against Ruskin for alleged 
Slander of his art, Whistler in the 
witness chair gave St. Petersburg 
as his birthplace. His official biog- 
raphers declare he never denied 
the statement. 


Silent as to Birthplace 


Three years later, in 1881, a 


writer in a Paris journal gave Bal- 
timore as his birthplace, a mistake 
repeated many times. 
A friend 


who knew Whistler as a child 
asked him why he did not correct 
the error. "If anyone likes to think 
I was born in Baltimore, why 
should I deny it? It is of no con- 
sequence to me." he replied. 


After Major Whistler's death in 


Russia in 1849, the mother re- 
turned to Connecticut with her 
family and sent James to a school 
m Pomfret, Christ Church Hall. 
The headmaster was a West Point 
'man. After two years. James was 
appointed to the military academy. 


Three years of West Point dis- 


cipline were sufficient for the tem- 
peramental youth whose mother 
had planned for him a military 
career like his father's. After a 
•hort service with the IT. S. Coast 
Survey, he went abroad in 1855 
and lived tht-re moat of his life.

POWER FROM THE SUN 


nnHERE is no source of power except the 


sun, though its heat becomes useful 


energy to man by roundabout ways. For a 
long time scientists and inventors 
have 


tried to find a short-cut method of using 
sun power and converting it into horse- 
power. Sun engines of various kinds have 
been in use for years, but their efficiency 
has been disappointing and their construc- 
tion expensive. 


A more scientific attempt to solve the 


problem was recently reported to the In 
ternational Power Conference at Washing- 
ton. The latest thing in sun engines is sim- 


ple, but its design depends on many mod- 
ern discoveries in physics and other scien- 
ces. 


At intervals the world is faced with the 


danger of depleting its fuel supply, but 
the threat has always been averted by dis- 
covery of new sources of heat and power. 
There is a measurable limit to the present 
known reserves of coal and oil and water 
power, but the two most apparent and un- 
limited sources of energy have hardly been 
utilized. One is the wind, the other the sun- 
shine. 


As other fuels become scarce and ex- 


pensive, industry may finally be compelled 
to use the cheapest and 
most universal 


power of all, derived from a blazing fur- 
nace millions of miles away.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Ancestors of Human and Evolution of Orb 


By LOGAN CLENDENEVG, M. D. 


THERE IS a one-celled organism 


called Euglena viridis. The viridis 
is put in because, instead of being 
transparent like other one-celled 


animals, it is 
green. Its col- 
o r i n g matter 
is so much like 
the chlorophyll 
of plants that 
there is some 
d i f f iculty in 
d e c i d i n g 
whether it is a 
plant or an an- 
imal. It is cap- 
a b 1 e of dis- 
t i n g u ishing 
apparently be- 
tween dark- 
ness and light, 
and it prefers 
Dr. Clcndeninf 


an environment which is neither 
too light nor too dark. If a box is 
made with three compartments 
filled with water and ooze, ard one 
of the end compartments made 
dark, the middle one moderately 
light, and the end one brightly 
lighted, and a number of euglena 
put into both tho end compart- 
ments, all of them will eventually 
make their way to the middle one. 


There, probably, in the pigment 


granules of euglena we have the 
first rudimentary eye. It simply 
distinguishes light from darkness, 
and determines what grade of light 
in best to make it comfortable. 
From that as a beginning, all the 
complicated and wonderful mech- 
anisms that make up the pye of 
the higher animals has been devel- 
oped. 


Always the eye Is associated 


with pigment cells. The retina is 
deeply plgmented, and th» r*ol or 


jan of sight is a yellow spot on 
:he retina—the only part with suf- 
Iciently acute vision to enable us 
:o read. 


In some of the jellyfish there is 


a cluster of pigmented nerve cells 
on the back, which are photosensi- 
tive, and can guide the animal 
toward light or darkness. It is th« 
first example, in the scale of ani- 
mal life, of special cells being set 
aside for visual purposes. 


The next step in evolution was 


to make a depression for the visual 
cells—to protect them. Starfish 
have depressions at the end of each 
tentacle in the bottom of which 
are the visual cells. When the fish 
is going in one direction the eye 
in the arm on that side is opened, 
and the others are folded in by 
the retraction at the margin of the 
depression—Nature's first attempt 
at eyelids. 


The next step was to provide a 


thickened layer of cells over the 
light sensitive cells. This layer 
had to be transparent—the corneal 
such an eye, with a cornea and 
retina but no lens, is seen in many 
lower forma of sea life. 


Fishes have a flat cornea which 


gives them their insipid expression. 
But Nature provided fishes with 
the greatest optical triumph of all 
—a lens which would gather visual 
images from a wide field and focus 
them on the most sensitive spot 
of the retina. Animals with no 
lens in the eye must s«e the world 
as a blurred, jumbled mass of color 
and form. 


Thus Nature, through long eons 


experimenting and stumbling', man- 
aged to reject her errors and settle 
on th« «ye of the higher verte- 
bral** ss the model of all optical 
imstrumenU.
